To Be Bid 


The State Division of High- 
ways will call for bids this 
week on 20 projects, eleven of 
which are Federal Aid Secon- 
dary Projects on county roads 

Projects include: 

San Bernardino County — 
Grading and surfacing ore- 
half mile of approaches on 
Etiwanda Avenue (FAS Coun 
ty Road 698) and constructing 
two railroad overhead struc 
tures between Slover Avenue 
and the San Bernardino Free 


way (Interstate 10) east of 
Ontario. 
The major structure to 


be Known as West Kaiser Ov- 
erhead will be four lanes 
and will carry Etiwanda Ave- 
nue over the Southern Pacific 
tracks, connecting it with the 
San Bernardino Freeway. A 
parallel overhead will carry 
a service road over the same 
tracks. Bids will be opened 
December 12 in Los Angeles 

Approximately $735,000 is 
availabie for the project, in- 
cluding $609,963 in FAS funds 
$65,771 in state matching 
funds, and an estimated $59,- 
266 to be paid by the County
